The project would include con- 
struction of apartments, fac- 
tories and stores in an area 
bounded by Twentieth street, 
Grand boulevard, Olive street 
and the tracks extending west- 
ward from Union Station. 

At a luncheon attended by 
Mayor Tucker and a group of 
businessmen, Zeckendorf said 
his proposal was contingent 
upon certain conditions which 
he had outlined to Tucker. It 
was left to the Mayor’s discre- 
tion, Zeckendorf said, as to 
when those conditions would 
be publicly announced. 


Mayor’s Comment, 


Mayor Tucker, who inter- 
rupted his vacation to meet with 
Zeckendorf, will break into his 
holiday again to hold the Mon- 
day conference. 

He said today it “would be 
inopportune” to disclose at this 
time the assurances Zeckendorf 
wants before committing him- 
self to take over the develop- 
ment. 

“The conditions specified, 
however, are not impossible of 
attainment,” Mayor Tucker said.

In a petition filed with the 
Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, Illinois Central asked the 
full commission to overrule a 
decision by one of its divisions 
permitting the Frisco to retain 
its majority stock interest in 
the Georgia line. 

Illinois Central said the ICC 
should force Frisco to divest it- 
self of contro] and suggested 
that Frisco’s stock in Central of 
Georgia be shared equally with 
other railroads that connect 
with the Georgia line. 

Describing Frisco’s purchases 
of Central of Georgia stock, the 
petition declared: 

“The Frisco was out for con- 
trol, and it ignored the commis- 
Sion and misled not only. the 
commission but also the Illinois 
Central and the public at large. 
“Now it wants to be white- 
washed.” 

Panel’s Ruling. 

“ In a decision issued July 19 
the ICC finance division, com- 
posed of three members of the 
1l-man commission, ruled that 
Frisco should be permitted to 
retain control of the Georgia 
line, despite an ICC finding that 
Frisco had violated the law.

Another amendment, Dalton 
said, requires that a school dis- 
trict with six or more handi- 
capped children must establish 
special classes for their educa- 
tion and provide transportation 
between their homes and 
schoos, if needed. The mini- 
mum number of pupils was 10 
before the amendment. 

The law defines handicapped 
children as those between six 
and 20 years of age who are 
physically handicapped, includ- 
ing the blind or partially blind, 
deaf, crippled or mentally de- 
ficient, who are capable of in- 
struction. designed to make 
— economically self{-support- 

g. 

Another provision requires 
that the course of instruction 
for such children, physically « 
mentally handicapped, must 
comply with regulations pre- 
scribed by the State Depart- 
ment of Education.

DR IRVING LANGMUIR 
NOBEL WANER, DES 


FALMOUTH, Mass., Aug. 17 


(AP)—Dr. Irving Langmuir, 
one of the Twentieth Century’s 


top scientists, died here yester- 
day of a heart ailment. He was 
76 years old. 

Dr. Langmuir g Nobel Prize 
winner, was a pioneer in arti- 
ficial rainmaking. He had de- 
veloped also techniques that led 
to brighter and cheaper electric 
lighting and that helped make 


modern broadcasting possible. 

He suffered a coronary 
thrombosis Wednesday while: 
vacationing on Cape Coed and 
died at the home of a nephew, 
Dr. David Langmuir, in Fal- 
mouth. 

The noted scientist was a 
member of the research staff of 
the General Electric Co, for 40 
years and continued as a con- 
sultant to that company after 
retiring in 1950. His home was 
in Schenectady, N. Y. 

He had received many scien- 
tific honors, including the 1932 
Nobel Prize in chemistry for 
discoveries and researches in 
surface chemistry. 

He develo also atomie hy- 
drogen welding and a smoke- 
screen generator for military 
use. Dr. Langmuir did signifi- 
cant work in electron emission 
and proteins. 

Dr. Langmuir was born in 
Brooklyn on Jan. 31, 1881. He 
was descended on his mother’s | 
side from the Lunt family, | 
which came to this country on, 
the Mayflower. 

He was graduated from the 
Columbia University School of 
Mines in 1903 and was awarded 
his doctorate at the University 
of Goettingen, Germany, in 
1906, - 

He taught at Stevens Insti- 
tute of Technology until 1909, 
when he began a summer re- 
search ect at GE. He re- 
mained with that company the 
rest of his life.,

his widow, the former .Marion 
Mersereau of East Orange, N. J.; 
a son, Kenneth, and a daughter,

Representatives of more than 
70,000,000 Lutherans in 29 
countries were urged by Bishop 
Lilje to make “a courageous 
and timely confession of their 
faith to a world rent asunder 
by countless, almost insuper- 
able tensions. .. . 

“There can be no doubt,” he 
declared, “that the most con- 
spicuous characteristic of to- 
day’s world is dread—the dread 
of a new war, the horror of a 
catastrophe the consequences 
of which would be beyond 
reckoning. 

“If the Lutheran’ church 
wishes to find her way through 
the uncertainties of faith and 
through the threat of the ex- 
istence of present day man, she | 
must not ask, what is Lutheran? | 
But rather, what is consonant 
with Christ. 
“The church will be truly |

legiance to Jesus Christ, not 
when it refers back to Martin | 
Luther.” 

Suggested Yardstick. 

A Japanese Lutheran leader 
suggested a yardstick by which 
the effectiveness of current 
rising interest in religion may 
be measured. 

Dr. Chitese Kishi of Toyko, 
president of the Japan Eyan- 
gelical Lutheran Church, 
charged that much of modern 
religiosity originates “from the 
matrix of egocentricity, with 
emphasis primarily on man’s 
activity, rather than on what 
God does for man.” 

Dr. Kishi declared that such 
“self-seeking” religion exists 
only “to satisfy an extremely 
selfish desire. However spiri- 
thalized, such religious activity 
may appear outwardly, man is 
still the center, and God is 
merely a profit-producing agen- 
cy used to fulfill man’s insati- 
able desire.”

BEIRUT, Aug. 17 (UP)—Left- 
ist army officers in Syria have 
bestéd civilian politicians in a 
struggle for power that has 
transformed the country into a 
“Red colony,” diplomatic ob- 
servers in the capi#4@l of neigh- 
boring Lebanon said today. 
They said the “resignation” 
this week of moderate Gen. 
Tewfik Nizam as chief of staff 
and his replacement by “clever, 


dangerous” Col. Afif Bizra sig- 
naled the victory of the army 
clique. 


satellite,” one veteran western 
diplomat said. “It has become 
a Red colony.” 

Unconfirmed reports said the 
appointment of Bizri was dic- 
tated by the Kremlin as part of 
its price for the. recently-con- 
cluded agreement to give Syria 
$100,000,000 worth of Soviet 
arms. 

A further indication of Soviet 
influence on this week's shift 
in the Syrian balance of power 
was seen in the fact that it oc- 
curred within days of Defense 
Minister Khaled Azim’s return 
from Moscow. 

Soviet Promises Aired. 

Azim announced in a broad- 
cast last night that Russia has 
promised to furnish “machinery, 
equipment and technical assist- 
ance” to Syria in exchange for 
wheat, silk, cotton and long- 
term installment payments. 

The changeover in Syria has 
not been accomplished without 
protest, but there has been no 
sign so far of effective opposi- 
tion to the leftists. 

Reports reaching Beirut men- 
tioned rioting in Aleppo by 
“anti-Communist partisans.” In 
Damascus, the capital of Syria, 
12 officers who opposed the 
leftist clique were reported un- 
der arrest. 

Informed sources here Said 
the pro-Communist officers ap- 
parently expected trouble 
Monday night, when they an-

Although Summerfield said 
there is an urgent need for 
rate increases, there was doubt 
the Senate would take action 
this year.

The House bill also would 
increase by 60 per cent second- 
class rates for newspapers and 
magazines. The increases would 
be spread over four annual 
step-ups of 15 per cent each. 

One amendment adopted by 
the House would limit to $100.,- 
000 the amount the department 
could lose in any one year on 
handling second-class mail of 
any one publisher. 

Summerfield and Stans said 
they believed that provision 
would be difficult and expen- 
sive to administer. 

Stans said that in fiscal 1956, 
handling costs on second-class 
mail amounted to $318,400,000, 
compared with revenues of 
$65,900,000.
